| “The evidence will demonstrate 
ithat the defendant’s conduct was not 
ionly cruel, violent and against her 
will, it is was most importantly crimi- 
nal under the laws of Florida,” Assis- 
tant State Attorney Moira Lasch told 


the jury of three women and three 
men. 

“You will hear this was a consen- 
sual act of sexual intercourse,” de- 
fense lawyer Roy Black said. 

“They got into foreplay and they 
made love,” he said. “It was a totally 
consensual act of love between two 
people.” 

Lasch told of a woman lured to the 
Kennedy estate only to be raped and 
pursued by a “ferocious” young man 
who told her no one would believe her 
if she claimed rape. 

“He was a famous, prominent per- 
son,” said Lasch. “She was an un- 
known person.” 

Black said, “She had expectations 
here that were not fulfilled. 

“One of the key issues in this case is 
credibility, honesty,” he told the jury. 
“You have to determine if this allega- 
tion is true.” 


Smith trial raises concern

National media attention is 
ispotlighting the William Kennedy 
‘Smith rape trial in Florida with 
tabloid television shows broadcasting 
‘from Palm Beach and CNN carrying 
live coverage of the trial. 

Although not precedent setting, 
CNN’ s live coverage of a criminal 
ttrial is renewing some concern over 
tthe effects of cameras in the court- 
(foom and the media’s motivation be- 
Bind its extensive coverage. 

Chief Judge Monroe McKay of the 
oth Circuit Court of Appeals said, 

There is a lot of loose talk going 
around about the disadvantages and 
advantages of the live broadcast of a 
trial.’ 

The issues, as McKay sees it, focus 
ron the role of the broadcast media and 


how the coverage will effect the 
courts. McKay said the media are fo- 
cusing more on entertainment than 
information. He is worried that by 
focusing on the entertainment value 
of the trial the dignity of the justice 
system will be diminished. 

“If we hastily take steps that may 
undermine the (courts) sense of dig- 
nity we havea problem,” McKay said. 
Dignity is important to the courts, he 
said, because it’s what gives the jus- 
tice system its credibility. 

However, Dallas Burnett, profes- 
sor of communications law, said the 
live coverage shouldn't affect the dig- 
nity of the courts. He said it’s the 
judge who is responsible to maintain 
the dignity inside the courtroom, and 
there have been cameras in court- 
rooms for years. But outside the 
courtroom, he said the media haven’t 
been responsible.

U.S. won't allow talks delay 


Israel may not be present at negotiations until end of week

WASHINGTON — The Bush ad- 
ministration overcame one dispute 
with Palestinian Arabs Monday but 
confronted the possibility of the 
Mideast peace talks opening Wednes- 
day without Israel. 


Despite expressions of confidence . 


by U.S. officials that an Israeli dele- 
gation would show up, Israeli sources 
said their representatives would not 
arrive until the end of the week, 
thereby sticking to Israel’s insistence 
that the negotiations be delayed until 
next Monday. 

“There w : be no Israeli delegation 
low-level or otherwise,” 
said the sources. 

U.S. officials said the talks would 
probably be held at the State Depar t- 
ment. 


Margaret D. Tutwiler, the depart- 
ment spokeswoman, said there was 
no final decision on the location. Offi- 
cials were already giving up their of- 
fices to make room for the visitors 

Secretary of State James A. Baker 
III set Wednesday in Washington as 
the time and place for resuming the 
peace conference that recessed in 
Madrid, Spain, on Nov. 4 after a cere- 
monial and procedural opening. 

- The main issues to be negotiated 
include self-rule for Palestinians who 
live under Israeli control, the Arabs’ 
refusal to accept a Jewish state in the 
region and Israel’s retention of lands 
captured from Syria and Jordan in the 
1967 Six-Day War. 

Israel’s Cabinet on Sunday de- 
manded the talks be delayed until 
next Monday to give Israel’s negotia- 
tors more time to prepare. 


Palestinian delegates threatened to 
stay home unless advisers with 
strong ties to the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization were given visas. 
They left for Washington Monday 
night after six hours of negotiations 
with U.S. officials in Amman, Jordan. 

Visas may not be issued to PLO 
officers or others prominent in Yasser 
Arafat’s organization because Con- 
gress judged it to be engaged in ter- 
rorism. Waivers may be granted for 
humanitarian or other special rea- 
sons. 

U.S. officials said Israel would send 
diplomats to Washington in time for 
the opening on Wednesday. There 
were hints last week in Jerusalem 
that low-level officials would show up 
but there was’ no assurance they 
would engage in substantive negotia- 
tions before Monday.

15 students 
Injuredin 
Orem bus, 
plow crash

Fifteen high school students were 
hospitalized Monday morning after a 
school bus was struck by an Orem 
City snowplow. 

The snowplow driver was also 
treated at a local hospital after his 
vehicle lost traction on an icy hill and 
slammed into the Alpine School Dis- 
trict bus, said Orem Police Capt. Jay 
Barker. 

Ten students were taken to Utah 
Valley Regional Medical Center while 
Peterson and five more students were 
sent to Orem Community Hospital. 

Most suffered only minor injuries, 
said Anton Garrity, spokesman for 
both hospitals. 

The bus was transporting 80 
teenagers to Mountain View High 
School in Orem, said Alpine School 
District spokesman Michael 
Robinson. 

“We're lucky it wasn’t more seri- 
ous,” he said. 

The bus had made the final stop on 

its route and had reached its capacity 
of passengers. 
Barker said the incident occurred 
at 7:55 a.m. at the intersection of 1200 
North and 1200 West. He called the 
incident “weather-related” and said 
the snowplow, driven by Dave Peter- 
son, 34, was unable tostop due to road 
conditions. The plow ran a stop sign 
as it traveled westbound on 1200 
North. 

Orem Police Sergeant Fran Fill- 
more said the snowplow was travel- 
ing slowly down the steep hill when it 
“broke traction and slid into the left 
rear of the bus.” 

The bus, southbound on 1200 West, 
was pushed sideways and rolled over 
onto its right side. 

“The snowplow hit the left rear of 


the bus and kind of spun it around 
then tipped it up on its side,” Barker 
said. 

The front passenger door was 


blocked so students evacuated the 
bus through the rear emergency exit. 

The injured students ranged in age 
from 15 to 18 years oid. 

The bus driver, Carolyn Seale, was 
not injured in the accident, nor was 
her son, Greg, a passenger on the bus 
and a student at Mountain View. 

Garrity said all the injured parties 
were released by midday. 

The worst injury was sustained by 
Beatrice Swiecka, 18, a foreign ex- 
change student, who suffered a bro- 
ken collarbone. 

The accident was reported by a sec- 
ond school bus on its two-way radio, 
said Kelvin C. Clayton, director of 
transportation for the school district 
and an Orem City Council member. 

Barker said the investigation was 
ongoing and no citations had been is- 
sued. 

Both the Orem and Provo police 
departments were “extraordinarily” 
busy because of the snow, which 
eaused slick roads throughout the 
county, said Barker and Prevo Police 
Capt. Duane Fraser. 

The accident disturbed traffic in 
Orem for about 30 minutes. Police 
closed off several surrounding blocks 
until the bus was pushed upright and 
moved.

water leaks into new JSB

An elbow joint in the plumbing 
above the ceiling froze and broke Sun- 
day causing water to leak into the 
auditorium of the newly finished 
Joseph Smith Building, said Brent 
Harker, BYU Public Communica- 
tions.

A lot of work has been and is being done in 
regards to both campus safety and women’s 
issues. Most recently the following are being 
pursued and implemented. 

1. Safer Grounds: After a discussion in the 
Student Advisory Council, the idea came up 
that we ought to remove trees and shrub- 
bery from several locations. Joe Kerry has 
been working with Ed Cousins from 
Grounds Crew to implement this idea. For 
more information contact Ed Cousins. 

2. Campus Awareness Week: During the 
first week of November, BY USA sponsored 
a campus Awareness Week to address topics 
that are of concern to both men and women. 
The topics included the following: Carol Tut- 
tle, Women’s Research Institute, discussing 
working and motherhood; Mary Richards, 
history professor, discussing important 
women in history; Dr. Rohde, Diane Kelly 
and Standards panel, discussing sexual ha- 
rassment; Diane Starks, Rape Crisis Cen- 
ter, discussing date rape and spouse abuse; 
Gray Lundberg, discussing the infinite 
worth of individuals; Sgt. Dave Adams, 
BYU Police, discussing date and stranger 
rape; Richard Heaps, Counseling and Devel- 
opment, discussing understanding and deal- 
ing with trauma, Dr. Jonathan Chamber- 
lain, Counseling and Development, 
discussing conquering the enemy within; 
Health Center Employees, discussing 
anorexia and bulimia; and Ann Seamons 
from the Young Women’s General Board. 

This was an immediate attempt to educate 
both men and women about these issues, in 
an effort to make the campus safer but more 
importantly to help people understand these 
issues. These seminars were put together on 
short notice. In the future Awareness week 
will encompass more issues that are applica- 
ble to these broad categories.

Rape doesn’t 
discriminate 
by gender 


As a male who has been sexually as- 
saulted, I would like to address recent let- 
ters to the Universe that I think demon- 
strate misunderstanding of the nature of 
rape and of the intent of the VOICE 
demonstration. One letter said walking 
alone unescorted was “asking to be a vic- 
tim.” There is no such thing as “asking” to 
be raped, because “rape” means the victim 
does not consent or “ask.” Another letter 
said the VOICE rally’s satirical approach 
created too much ambiguity to deal with — 
that the facetious curfew proposal was like 
saying “I have something serious to say — 
but don’t take me seriously.” The VOICE 
proposal, like Jonathan Swift’s celebrated 
“A Modest Proposal,” is an act of satire. 

I think much of the misunderstanding 
and animosity we have seen since the 
VOICE rally stems from a mistaken per- 
ception about rape being perpetuated by 
both sides of the controversy. One Uni- 
verse letter stated that “men rape women” 
— but rape, like other forms of violence, is 
not gender-specific. 

Although rape is a form of violence that 
most often involves a man attacking a 
woman, violence (including rape) is an is- 
sue of aggressors versus victims, not men 
versus women. A female acquaintance of 
mine used to mug people. And lama male 
who has been sexually assaulted. 

For all of their differences, the Univer- 
sity Police (by directing the “don’t walk 
alone” advice to women specifically) and 
VOICE (by directing its activism against 
men specifically) are both perpetuating the 
same old stereotypes. The crusade against 
rape — and all violence — is a universal 
concern.

Education can prevent

I am very concerned that VOICE is 
throwing the baby out with the bathwater. I 
think these women mean well, but I don’t 
think they are helping the solution to the 
problem of campus rape. The girl attacked 


“on Maeser Hill was saved from being raped 


by BYU students. The attacker was NOT a 
BYU student. Aren’t we punishing the good 
guys for something a bad guy did? It appears 
to me that the good guys’are on the side- 
walks and are a protection to 
us as women. The banning of 
men from our sidewalks will 
put all women who are out as 
open targets. The bad guys 
do not obey those kind of 
rules. I would be afraid to 
walk on campus on evenings 
when guys aren’t around. 

Yes, rape is a crime of vio- 
lence against women. I feel 
that societal acceptance of 
men having power over 
women has greatly con- : 
tributed to the problem. As director of the 
Rape Crisis Team, I find there are two 
types of rape involving students: sidewalk 
or blitz rape, and date rape. Blitz rapes area 
very small minority. The real problem in- 
volving students is acquaintance or date 
rape. Many rapes are due to a lack of com- 
munication between the parties involved. If 
the guy has a “no means yes” attitude, a 
perceived need to be powerful and have con- 
trol over a woman or decides to express his 
anger towards her, and the girl does not 
express her wishes clearly and assertively, 
disaster results. Men should accept “No” as 
“No” and women need to learn to be clear in 
communicating their wishes. 

Members of VOICE have said that their 
proposal is not really serious, but is in- 
tended to get attention and have people lis- 
ten to their statement. If the way to get 
attention is not based on the truth, how do 
they expect to have credibility in the com- 
munity? When I make statements about 
sexual assault, I must be very careful to 
present facts as they really are, or no one 
will listen to me. 


In my opinion, the VOICE campaign came 
out after the fact. We just finished a 
women’s awareness week at BYU. I spoke 
on campus twice regarding spouse abuse and 
rape. The BYU Police did a fine presenta- 
tion on rape. They have been working hard 
to improve security at BYU for several 
years. I have seen them come to the aid of 
many female students to prevent victimiza- 
tion or assist after a problem. They are very 
supportive to victims of sexual assault. 

A member of VOICE asked me for rape 
statistics after they made their big “splash.” 
This is not a responsible way to get their 


point across. There are a lot.of us out there 
doing something already about the rape 
problem in society. This is not necessarily a 
male violence problem that needs to be 
looked at. Anyone who does some research 
knows that more women are responsible for 
physical child abuse and neglect. The prob- 
lem is violence. People who use it pick on 
those who are smaller and less powerful. 
Men to women, women to kids, kids to the 
dogs — in any case it is unhealthy and hurts 
and even kills. 

Members of VOICE were on the Take 
Two show Sunday. One of these women 
stated that a member of VOICE is in con- 
stant communication with me and that I sup- 
port them. This is absolutely untrue. This is 
another example of how this group is ex- 
ploiting others to promote their cause. If 
they read newspapers, there was an article 
in last Sunday’s Provo Daily Herald on the 
front page telling my issues against VOICE 
and the message that I perceive they are 
trying to promote. To quote someone falsely 
is against the law and they may be legally 
held responsible.

Education is the answer to the rape prob- 
lem at BYU. The majority of rapes occur in 
apartments or in cars, not on-the sidewalks 
or in the bushes. The Provo Rape Center 
works through the Center for Women and 
Children in Crisis in Provo. We serve the 
entire valley and there are no fees for our 
services. We have had no reports of rape on 
BYU or UVCC campuses. Half the rapes 
reported this year have been in homes, one- 
fourth in cars, and the rest in open fields or 
in the canyons. The BYU Police have 
worked very hard to see that women are 
protected as much as possible on campus. 
We have telephones all over 
that only need to be tripped 
to alarm the police. They 
have done dorm presenta- 
tions to help students be- 
come aware of the dangers of 
both blitz and date rape. 
Highty-two percent of re- 
ported rape victims this year 
have met or know their at- 
tacker. 

Men are also vulnerable to 
rape. We have had some re- 
ports of men being raped by 
other men.

I 
feel very strongly that the fight against vio- 
lence must be a united effort of both men 
and women against sexual assault. If that 
were the case, the men who have been sexu- 
ally victimized could also feel safe to talk 
about it. 

The proposed escort service is a positive 
way of bringing men and women together to 
fight the problem of sexual assault. I see 
many people working in constructive and 
effective ways to make our campus a safe 
one. This applies to date rape also. Helps 
are offered on and off campus providing ed- 
ucation regarding sexual assault. Banning 
men from the sidewalks only separates us. 
If we attack those with whom we wish to 
have dialogue, it only alienates us and 
drives us farther apart.

Many men are or will be husbands, bro 
ers, fathers or friends of rape victims. Rajf

group for rape. A 1988 survey of rape v 
tims showed that 4 out of five sexual assaulf 
in college are committed by students. 4 
though we don’t have rape statistics for o 
college community, after hearing account 
from our peers, we agree with SAC preg 
dent, Joe Kerry, that the percentage 
BYU students raped is “alarmingly high 
than people suspect.

3) We would like to see the administratic 
approve forums that address the specific i 
sues surrounding violence against women. 

4) We would like to see individual depar 
ments continue to approve courses th; 
study women’s issues. 

5) The administration needs to establish 
women’s resource center on campus. A cell} 
tralized resource center for women cou 
provide a place where women could, as 
Daily Universe editorial says, “addre: 
grievances, seek counseling and gather ij 
formation in a casual and non-threatenirig 
atmosphere.” Because rape victims who ¢ifl 
to BYU’s counseling center are put on lor 


waiting list for support groups, we feel thi} 


it is extremely important that the admini 
tration consider establishing a rape cris 
center with trained counselors and pet 
groups. : 

6) While we believe that most of our leail 
ers are well-meaning and have our own be}

The BYU women’s basketball team 
traveled to Miami over the weekend 
for the Florida International Tourna- 
ment where they came in second.

In the first round of tournament 
play in the Golden Panther Arena, 
BYU defeated South Alabama Uni- 
versity by a score of 77-70.

Y men gymnasts place second in season opener

The BYU men’s gymnastics team beat defending 
NCAA champion University of Oklahoma Satur- 
day and placed second at the Rocky Mountain Open 
held at the Air Force Academy in Colorado 
Springs, Colo. It was BY U’s first meet of the year. 

“We were really pleased with the team and how 
well they did at the meet,” said Bob Gauthier, 
assistant coach of the BYU men’s gymnastics team. 
“It’s the first time we’ve beaten Oklahoma in a long 
time.” 

With seven teams competing, BYU dominated 
the event finals by capturing first place finishes in 
four of the six events. Including the four first-place 
finishes, BYU’s men’s gymnastics team placed in 
the top five of the six events 11 times. 

“Our goal is to be in the top six in the nation and 


this meet showed everyone that we are to be taken 
seriously,” said Makoto Sakamoto, head coach of 
the BYU men’s gymnastics team. “We're in the 
hunt now.” 

World-class gymnast Jing-Wei Liang, a fresh- 
man from Beijing, China, qualified for the finals in 
five of the six events and won four of them. 

Liang captured first in the floor exercise (9.7), 
pommel horse (9.9), parallel bars (9.65), and hori- 
zontal bars (9.8), and placed second on the vault 
(9.65). Liang was edged out of first place by 0.1 
with a score of 57.4 in the all-around competition by 
Nebraska’s Dennis Harrison, who finished with 
57.5. 

Harrison’s all-around finish paced the Corn- 
huskers to a team title with a score of 279.9. BYU 
was second at 278.6 and Oklahoma was third at 
273.8. Other teams competing were Iowa State, 
Air Force Academy, University of Texas and the 


United States Olympic Training Center. 

“We had some really exciting performances,” 
Sakamoto said. “It’s early in the season and we 
missed 10 routines. If we had been more consistent, 
we could have won the meet.” 

BYU All-American Jason Brown placed fourth in 
the all-around with a score of 56.0. He finished third 
in the still rings with a score of 9.7. 

Placing third on the floor exercise with a score of 
9.55 was junior Todd Jennings. 

Other BYU gymnasts placing in the events were 
sophomore Ritchie Ellis who placed fifth on the 
floor exercise, junior Carlos Fulcher who placed 
fourth on the still rings, Brown, who placed fourth 
onthe vault and junior Chris Reshetar, who placed 
fifth on horizontal bars. 

BYU will prepare for its first dual meet of the 
season, Jan. 17, against Arizona State University 
in Provo.

Nu Skin 

is seeking 
approval 
for lawsuit 
settlement

Attorneys for Nu Skin Interna- 
tional and plaintiff Patricia Arata 
appeared in federal court last week 
to seek preliminary approval of a 
settlement of the class action law- 
suit filed against the company by 
Arata in late August. 

Arata said she lost $4,000 to Nu 
Skin, and her suit also claimed it 
was a “pyramid scheme.” The suit 
sought millions of dollars. 

“Nu Skin was shocked, surprised 
and angered by this suit and re- 
acted accordingly,” said John D. 
Shuff, Nu Skin’s litigation attor- 
ney. 

“We were preparing to fight this 
suit on every single fact and issue 
of law to prove the company’s posi- 
tion and legitimacy. The fact that 
we've jointly sponsored and re- 
ceived preliminary approval for a 
settlement less than 90 days after 
the suit was filed indicates that 
something very unusual happened 
to bring the parties together so 
quickly. ps. as 

“Tl give credit to Dan Girard 
(plaintiffs attorney) for what: hap- 
pened. When he heard that Nu 
Skin already initiated a refund pro- 
gram to take products back from 
anyone who wanted to withdraw, 
we thought we ought to be dis- 
cussing a settlement instead of 
beating each other up in court for 
the next few years,” Shuff said. 

“We started the class action to 
address problems our inquiries had 
disclosed concerning how some dis- 
tributors were presenting the Nu 
Skin marketing plan. We felt that it 
placed too much emphasis on re- 
cruiting and encouraged partici- 
pants to load up on inventory of the 
products. We thought people 
should be able to get their money 
back if the opportunity did not 
work for them,” said Girard, coun- 
sel for the plaintiff. 

Jason Chaffetz, Nu Skin 
spokesman, said, “We will be send- 
ing a letter out to every distributor 
telling them that a 90 percent re- 
fund of the price paid for Nu Skin 
merchandise will be given to any- 
one who wants to return it to the 
company. Nu Skin does not believe 
there will be a great number of dis- 
tributors to do this, but the option 
is available to all,” Chaffetz said. 

“We're very pleased with the 
quick settlement of what could 
have been an arduous, multi-year 
litigation procedure,” said Steven 
J. Lund, Nu Skin’s executive vice 
president.

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Candidate asks 


opponents to limit 


big contributions

A gubernatorial candidate planning 
to run a grass-roots style campaign 
has invited his opponents to-limit 
their campaign contributions and run 
an “educational” campaign. 

Richard M. Eyre, a Republican 
from Salt Lake City, declared his can- 
didacy November 11. 

At the time Eyre declared his can- 
didacy, he said he wouldn’t accept any 
political action committee money and 
would limit individual contributions 
to $500. 

Now, Eyre has sent letters to his 
competitors from both the Republi- 
can and Democratic parties asking 
them to do the same. 

Eyre said two of the three other 
Republican candidates have plans to 
put limits on their campaign contribu- 
tions. 

He said his letter is simply inyjting 
all of the candidates to make some 
kind of a statement on controlling 
their finances. 

Eyre is a businessman, the author 
of 20 books and a television host, 
along with his wife, of “Families are 
Forever.” 

Eyre’s most recent book, “Utah in 


the Year 2,000” discusses his stand on 
issues Utah is facing. 

“We have an opportunity to run a 
new kind of campaign,” Eyre’s letter 
stated. “There are so many critical 
issues, and citizens are interested.” 

When Eyre announced his candi- 
dacy, his campaign manager, Charlie 
Evans, said he hoped the campaign 
would be issues-oriented and posi- 
tive. 

Eyre’s letter said he thought the 
campaign could be substantive and 
educational if candidates discussed 
the issues and avoided “negative cam- 
paigning” and “the general lack of 


‘ substance and new ideas.” 


“This campaign can be an educa- 
tional public search for real solutions 
to the problems of the 90s,” Eyre’s 
letter said. “I just think we would all 
rather run campaigns based on is- 
sues, ideas and substance rather than 
fluff, image and 30-second spots.” 

“It’s just gone too far,” Eyre said. 
He said a campaign that accepts large 
amounts of money either ends up ow- 
ing its contributors favors or using 
the funds for 30-second commercials. 

Eyre and his staff have produced 
two 30-minute television programs so 
far. Each has aired once and will air at 
least twice more before year’s end. 


Special bank fees to rise

WASHINGTON —. Banks likely 
will raise their fees on checking and 
savings accounts as a result of the 
1991 banking bill, but consumers at 
least will know more about the often- 
hidden charges. 

The bill, passed by Congress last 
week and awaiting President Bush’s 
signature, allows the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corp. to borrow $70 billion 
to protect depositors in failed banks. 

At least $30 billion is to be repaid by 
collecting insurance premiums from 
banks. Industry analysts and bankers 
themselves say the struggling bank- 
ing business will have to turn to their 
customers to help pay the added cost. 

“Bankers trying to maintain a rea- 
sonable level of profit ... will have to 
pass some of the FDIC insurance pre- 
miums through,” said Kenneth Guen- 
ther, executive vice. president of the 
Independent Bankers Association of 
America. “... most of the banks in the 
country will be looking at that.” 

The FDIC now charges $2.30 for 
every $1,000 in deposits. FDIC 
Chairman William Taylor says premi- 
ums almost certainly will increase 
next year, to as much as $3. As re- 
centlyas 1989,.the fee was just 83 
cents¢’ 1 res ANEs 

With all the debate over FDIC bor- 
rowing, little attention has been paid 
to the “truth-in-savings” provisions 
aimed at forcing banks to clean up 
their. checking and savings account 
practices. 

“Now consumers will get a straight 
story. They may not be able to afford 
checking accounts, but at least they’ll 
get the truth on what they cost,” said 
Michelle Maier, an attorney with 
Consumer’s Union, publisher of Con- 
sumer Reports. 

Regulators have 15 months to write 
and promulgate the rules. 

The law requires uniform and con- 
spicuous disclosure in plain language 
of interest rates, fees and other terms 
in advertisements and in a handout 
given to customers before they sign 
up for accounts. 

It also ends many banks’ practices 
of paying interest rates only on a por- 
tion of the balance. Thus a rate adver- 
tised at 5 percent, but paid only on 88 
percent of the balance amounts to a 
4.4 percent rate. 

In addition to truth in savings, con- 
sumer groups scored several other 
victories. The F DIC will have to give 
low-income people the first chance to 
purchase repossessed homes inher- 
ited from failed banks. Also, financial 
institutions will be required to give 90 
days notice before shutting down 
branch offices in poor and minority 


he 


neighborhoods. 

Consumers lost a handful of other 
provisions that had made it into vari- 
ous versions of the bill. New York 
GOP Sen. Alfonse D’Amato’s credit 
card interest rate cap was dropped 
nearly unanimously by lawmakers 
fearful of roiling the stock market. 

Also, legislators dropped provi- 
sions requiring banks to either cash 
government checks for poor ‘cus- 
tomers or offer them low-cost check- 
ing accounts. 

Consumer interests also failed to 
stiffen the enforcement of laws pro- 
hibiting discrimination by lenders. 
But, they defeated an attempt to ex- 
empt the vast majority of banks from 
having to make loans in poor neigh- 
borhoods.

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Ukrainians overwhelmingly vote for 


independence for 2nd largest republic

KIEV, U.S.S.R. — Ukrainians 
voted 9-to-1 for independence and 
elected former Communist Leonid 
Kravehuk as their president in a 
severe rebuff to Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev’s efforts to preserve the So- 
viet Union. 

“The Soviet Union has disinte- 
grated,” Kravchuk said on Monday 
during a meeting with people from 
the United States and a dozen other 
countries who observed Sunday’s 
election. “An independent Ukraine is 
born.” 

He said the Ukraine would estab- 
lish collective control of Soviet nu- 
clear weapons with Russia, Byelorus- 
sia and Kazakhstan — the other 
republics where Soviet nuclear war- 
heads are based. 

Ukrainian leaders also said they 
would move quickly to draw up a new 
constitution balancing the executive 
and legislative branches, form an 
army from Soviet troops in the 
Ukraine, control exports to other re- 
publics and issue a new currency. 

Neighboring Poland recognized the 
Ukraine as an independent state on 
Monday, apparently the first country 
to do so. 

The United States said it was 
“moving toward . full-diplomatic 
recognition” of the Ukraine. White 
House spokesman Marlin Fitzwater 
said it would be “some time until we 
are ready to make final decisions,” 
but he made it clear the United States 
planned to recognize Ukrainian inde- 
pendence. 

He said a special envoy would go to 
the Ukraine this week, and Secretary 
of State James A. Baker III planned 
to visit Moscow and Kiev later this 
month to discuss the transition to in- 
dependence. 

In a wave of nationalism and eco- 
nomic discontent, about 90 percent of 
the Ukraine’s 37.5 million eligible 
borders turned out Sunday, and 90.5 
percent of them voted “yes” on the 
independence referendum, the Cen- 
tral Election Commission reported. 

Gorbachev made no immediate 
comment. He had said before the elec- 
tion that the secession of the second 
richest and second most populous re- 
public would be “a tragedy, a very 
great tragedy for the union.” 

Ivan Silayev, the Kremlin’s top 
economic official, said the result of the 
referendum depended upon “what 
steps are taken next.” 

Kravehuk and other Ukrainian 
leaders said the vote marked the com- 
plete independence of the Ukraine, 
and no other acts were needed for it to 
join the three Baltic states as the only 
republics to break completely from 
the Soviet Union. 

The Soviet central government 
says approval from the national par- 
liament is needed for a republic to 
secede. However, the Baltic states 
announced their break without such 
procedures, and Moscow ultimately 
accepted their decision.

WASHINGTON— The govern- 
ment issued new regulations Monday 
for protecting workers from AIDS 
and other viruses, putting “full legal 
force” behind such standard precau- 
tions as wearing gloves, face masks 
and gowns. 

Employers also would have to 
provide free hepatitis vaccinations to 
workers who might be exposed to 
that disease, the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration said. 

The new standards, to take effect in 
three months, will cover an estimated 
4.9 million health care workers and 
another 700,000 Americans who rou- 
tinely come in contact with blood or 
bodily fluids as part of their job. 

Included are people in law enforce- 
ment, fire and rescue squads, correc- 
tions facilities, research laboratories, 
the funeral industry and linen ser- 
vices. 

The OSHA rule is designed to pro- 
tect workers, but patients pre- 
sumably would have greater protec- 
tion, too, from the spread of AIDS 
and other viruses, said OSHA direc- 
tor Gerard Scannell. 

The regulations could prevent 
about 200 deaths and 9,200 blood- 
borne infections a year, OSHA said.
